T H E Obfervations of Mr. Hook for finding out the 
Motion of the Earth are very good, and of great 
Conlequencej but they muft be continued, to fee, whether in 
the Courfe of one or more Years the Parallaxes do regularly 
anfwCr to the Annual Motion of the Earth. To which we ajfo 
fhall contribute our Labours and the Vault, that is in our Obfer- 
vatory, being 28 Fathom deep, will in Time be very ufeful for 
that Purpofe. This, if it fucceed, will prove an almoft en¬ 
tire Conviction of the Anti-copernicans , fince there will remain 
for them nothing but this un-grounded Subterfuge, to fay, that 
the Center qf the Sphere of the fix’d Stars continually changes 
its Place for an Annual Motion.

nale de Letterati, Septemb. 31. 1673. 

T His being the fame Comet with that, taken Notice of in 
Numb . 35. of thefe Tra&s, and our Account, then given 
of the fame, being likely to receive fome Advantage and Light 
from thefe Obfervations, made in Brafil, and but lately come 
to our Hands, we thought it would not be un-acceptable to the 
Curious in England, to fee them Englilh’d out of the Italian , 
and here inferted. They are as followeth j 

There hath not been a Phenomenon this great while, of which, 
as of this, I am now going to deferibe, we have had Obfervations 
from all Parts of the World. Thofe from Europe and Afia may 
be feen in our 3 d and 4 thGiornale. Now I have received -thole 
of America , made in the City of St. Salvador , in the Southern 
Latitude of 12 deg. 47 min. Like wife the Jefuit P. Pietio Su- 
farte , Rebtor of Macao, in the Eaft-Indies , well vers’d in Mat¬ 
ters Aftronomical, writes to have feen the fame all along the 
Coaftof Bona Speranza, though he communicates no particu¬ 
lar Obfervations, becaufe he wanted Inftruments to make accu¬ 
rate Ones, and to fee the Head of this Comet. 

To come then to the Brafilian Obfervations, it hapned, that 
on the 5 th of March 1668. ( fl.n .) at 7 a Clock at Night, the 
Sun being then in Pifcis, Father Eflancel began to fee this Co¬ 
met a little above the Horizon from Weft to Eaft-South-Eaft. 
That which fomewhat furprifed him was, that at the very 
Beginning it appear’d in its greateft Bulk, and with extraordi- 
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
